Bou ilt last night on the charge of 
trespass, and when taken to the 
calaboose to be searched and slated 
the officer fou nd two pistols and 
a ladies’ gold watch, a handsome 
timepiece, in his possession. 
One of the pistols was of 22- 
calibre size, with a single barrel, 
and had the name of “ H al Col- 
m a n” inscribed u pon 
the silv er 
handle. 
The other gu n was of 32- 
calibre size and is an Iv y Johnson 
make. 
The watch is a himting case, 
N o. 
5 5 ,8 01 ; 
C. W . A. & Co. 
works, with the nu mber 2,25 3,6 8 6 . 
Officer Bou ilt thou ght Wilker- 
son to be more than an ordinary 
person, and pu t him in the sweat- 
box for fou r hou rs and obtained 
from him a confession. 
W ilkerson said he had stolen the 
property fou nd u pon his person, 
bu t refu sed to state where the rob­ 
bery was committed fu rther than 
that it took place between Sedalia 
and Jefferson City , 
bu t 
Officer 
Bou ilt is of the opinion that the 
robbery was committed at Boon- 
v ille or W ilton. 
The prisoner stated that he was 
sent u p fropi 
Kansas 
City fiv e 
y ear? ago, in company with two 
other men, for hav ing stolen prop­ 
erty in their possession, and added 
that he was released from the pen­ 
itentiary last M onday . 
H e said he was gu ilty of bu rglary , 
bu t declared he wou ld not state 
where the crime was committed. 
H e also said he was willing to 
serv e the rest of his time in the 
penitentiary , bu t begged the officer 
not to write to the Pinkertons, in 
Chicago, a bi^ t him. 
Wilkerson ev en went so far as to 
try to bribe Officer Bou ilt, say ing 
he wou ld giv e him ev ery thing he 
had to release him, or say nothing 
abou t the case, and remarked that 
on a former occasion he had giv en 
an officer elsewhere $100 to keep 
his mou th shu t. 
H e told the officer that while in 
the penitentiary he roomed with 
Eli J. Stu bblefield, the former Se­ 
dalia railroad man, who was sent 
u p for ten y ears for attem pting to 
hold u p the Lex ington branch pas­ 
senger train. 
T he prisoner said that Stu bble­ 
field was getting along nicely , was 
looking 
well and was employ ed 
lacing shoes 
W ilkerson also mentioned the 
name of Jam es L. W est, another 
Sedalia 
railroad man, 
who was 
sent u p for being associated with 
Stu bblefield in the attem pted rob­ 
bery . 
The prisoner said W est was 
still ru nning a stationary engine, 
and was getting along all right. 
Officer Bou ilt resu med his qu es­ 
tions for a fu rther confession abou t 
the bu rglary and the stolen prop­ 
erty in his possession, bu t W ilker­ 
son remained^firm, and stated that 


he was gu ilty , was willing to go to 
the penitentiary , bu t wou ld not 
tell where he did the job. 
Officer Bou ilt does not propose 
to let his man get away , howev er, 
and this morning had a lot of cards 
stru ck off, giv ing a description of 
the stolen property , which he sent 
to the chiefs of police in nearby 
towns. 
Wilkerson was arraigned before 
Ju dge Bu rress and 
was giv en a 
sentence of 15 day s for trespass. 
In the meantime, Officer Bou ilt 
will work on the case, and by the 
time W ilkerson’s sentence ex pires, 
hopes to 
be on 
hand with the 
charge of bu rglary 
against his 
prisoner.

OGLESBY’S CASE AGAIN. 


Items of Interest Ficked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit 
of “ Democrat” Readers. 


H . R , Oglesby, filed a suit in 
the circuit court of Johnson county 


at Warrensburg yesterday against 


the Missouri PaciOc Railroad com­ 
pany for $25,000 damages for the 


loss of a leg. 
O glesby’s 
injury 
occurred 
in 
1 892, while in the service of the 
company as a brakeman, and for 
nearly eight 
years 
he 
has been 
fighting in the courts for damages. 
H e brought suit soon after his 
injury in the Johnson county court 
for $25,000, and the case w ent to 
trial at Butler, Bates county, on a 
change of venue, the plaintiff se­ 
curing a verdict for $1 5,000, 
T h e company appealed to the 
supreme court, and the verdict was 
three times affirmed, but on the 
fourth rehearing the court reversed 
itself and remanded the case for 
retrial. 
The case was set for trial in 
Bates county last 
February and 
dismissed by plaintiff. 
T he case 
filed yesterday by Mr. Oglesby in­ 
volves tke same issues as the case 
dismissed and for the same dam­ 
ages.

Will Acc(’j>r the Decision of 
Kentucky Courts. 


THEN APPEAL THE CASE. 


Judges to Meet In Louisville Instead 
of F ra n k fo rt— Lives Have 
Been Threatened. 


L o u i s v i l l e , K y., March 
2 9 . — 
The court of appeals will meet in 
Louisville to 
decide who is the 
legal governor of Kentucky, and 
whether tlie last legislature acted 
within 
its 
provinces 
under 
the 
Goebel election law in deciding the 
contest in favor of the democratic 
contestants. 
The decision to meet at Louis­ 
ville 
instead 
of 
at 
the 
regular 
meeting place, Frankfort, was ar­ 
rived at yesterday, and is due to 
the excited state of feeling existing 
at P^rankfort, and the danger that 
some harm might come to the mem­ 
bers of the court or the attorneys 
engaged. 
The lives of two mem­ 
bers of the court of appeals have 
already been threatened, and it was 
decided that by meeting in Louis­ 
ville there would be less interest 
taken in the actual sittings of the 
court than if held 
in the small 
town of Frankfort. 
The removal 
was at the suggestion of two of the 
members, one a rspul)lican and one 
a democrat. 
The 
court 
will 
assemble 
in 
Louisville on Monday, 
and will 
give two days, if necessary, to the 
arguments, and as soon thereafter 
as possible will render a decision. 
It is probable that the court will 
give a decision before returning to 
Frankfort, and, as the judges are 
already well versed with the points 
of the controversy, having follow­ 
ed it from the first, ow ing to the 
understanding 
that 
they 
would 
have to pass upon it, the decision 
will be prompt. 
In fact, an early 
decision is desired by both sides. 
It is now beb’eved that Taylor 
will consent to abide by the decis­ 
ion of the court of appeals,and will 
vacate the 
office without resist­ 
ance, though not w aiving his right 
to ask an appeal to the supreme 
court of the United States. 
This 
is all the democrats have asked, as 
they have always been willing to 
defend an appeal to the supreme 
court. 
It is generally admitted that the 
decision will be in favor of the 
democrats, as the court has already 
passed upon the constitutionality 
of the Goebel election law, under 
which the legislature acted in tak- 
ing up the 
contests. 
The only 
new point is the question of the 
action having been taken outside 
the regular place of meeting,which 
was in the possession of the militia, 
Governor Taylor, who was then 
governor, having 
arbitrarily ad­ 
journed the legislature to London. 
Judge Field, in the lower court, 
overruled the motion to impeach 
the legislative journal. 
It is unofficially stated that T a y ­ 
lor has changed his mind about 
forcible resistance to the judgment 
of the court of appeal.s in view of 
recent developments, and that he 
left it to the judgment of his attor- 
nevs whether he should vacate the 
office in obedience to the judgment 
of the court, if the judgment should 
be against him. 
The attorneys are 
said to be strongly in favor of sub­ 
mitting to the judgment 
of the 
court of appeals, and if this is done 
it is said a writ of error to the su­ 
preme court of the United States 
will be readily granted, Governor 
Beckham executing a supersedeas 
bond pending the appeal. 
If Taylor abandons his office the 
other republicans will do likewise, 
as they have held on simply to give 
Taylor moral support, having no 
standing in law, as their cases did 
not come before the legislature but 
before the contest board.
